The following may 
be of interest: A dealer of poles in West 
Virginia states that Liverpool consumes 
the entire output of hoops of one county 
every year, and from figures obtained 
from the coopers it is said that over 150,- 
000 casks are manufactured here an­ 
nually. 
Within the past month poles 
have advanced to $42 a thousand, or an 
increase of $2 a thousand. 


OPERATED HERE. 


T he A m erican In v esto rs’ Com­ 
pany T ried to D o B usiness 
In T his City. 


The American Investors’ company, of 
which Josiah R. Adams, Republican 
candidate for superior court judge of 
Pennsylvania, was president, attempted 
to operate in this city last spring. M. S. 
Clark, of Pittsburg, came here and, by 
the aid of inflnential personal friends, 
interested a number of prominent citi­ 
zens as agents. The company’s pros­ 
pectus described it as “general financial 
agents, assets, $800,000.” 
Several people here invested, and, it is 
understood .lost their money. Local people 
notified Dwight Harrison, state inspec­ 
tor of the building and loan bureau, but 
before he could make an investigation 
the company went out of business in 
this vicinity. 


George Witherow and John B ag­ 
house, who were arrested yesterday 
with James Landis on a charge of sus­ 
picion, were released last evening, as it 
was decided that they were not guilty 
and had only been selling the silverware 
for Landis, 


Officer Frank White spent yesterday 
afternoon looking up the case and his 
labors were rewarded by finding that 
Landis had sold to Mrs. Isaac Lamp 17 
forks, IO knives, ll tablespoons and 18 
teaspoons for 50 oents. Mrs. Lamp had 
taken the names of the boys, as she an­ 
ticipated that there might be trouble. 
The silverware was given to the officer 
and is now in the possession of the 
mayor. The officer also discovered that 
six knives and six forks had been sold to 
a family by the name of Mercer for 25 
cents. 


Landis says he bammed bis way to 
Chicago on a freight and while there he 
purchased the silverware for $2.50 from 
a storekeeper. 
He then bummed his 
way batK to this city and decided to 
make a living by selling the stuff. The 
police put no faith in his story and will 
keep him in jail for a short time await­ 
ing developments. 
Landis, while he is but 19 years of 
age, has spent five years and five 
months of that time in the industrial 
school at Lancaster. He was implicated 
with the gang of boys that broke open a 
freight car in this city about nine years 
ago and stole some watermelons. 


Landis said he had been living with 
his uncle, Joseph Landis, of 127 Avon­ 
dale street, but this was investigated 
and Mrs. Landis said he had never lived 
there and that his father lived at East 
Carmel and had turned the boy oat. 
She said the boy had stolen a horse and 
buggy and was a general bad boy.
